Police Sergeant Arnold gave evidence that 
the lghthouse-keeper had told him that he 
heard a noise at 5.53 a.m. on Monday. It 
wis stated that the wheel marks of the car 
could be traced 154 yards from the road to 
the cliff edge, and the marks were almost 
straight. 

The dead man’s partner in an estate 
agent's business said that Myers had no 
business worries. Business was so good that 
they had recently apened another branch at 
Croydon. He saw Myers on the Saturday 
evening. Myers was to have the car at the 
week-ends. On one occasion he and Myers 
had slept in the car at Beachy Head for a 
couple of hours when they had driven down 
late at night. :

Detective-Officer O'Connor said that early 
in the morning of September 8th he observed 
three men painting siogans on the Cork-€obh 
road. . He ordered them to stop, but they 
took no notice of him.

front of him to the station. They were 
carrying a tin of paint and a brush, but at 
Tivoli the brush was thrown away... Two 
other men here tan up and joined the other 
three, and they were taken Ly him also to 
the station. They refused to make state- 
ments or give their names and addresses. 

When asked if they desired to ask the 
witness any questions, four of the accused 
men said that they would not, and one stated 
that he had the greatest contempt for every- 
one in the Court and the President of the 
Executive Council. 


DIFFERENT SLOGANS 


Denis Conroy questioved the witness. He 
asked, if the slogans had been “ Welcome to 
de Valera’’ or ““ Support the Christian 
Front,” would they have been arrested 
Witness replied that they would.

Guard Patrick Sullivan said that the 
slogans printed on the street were: ' Wel- 
come to the Twin Coercionists’’ and “(Cór 
welcomes the King’s representatives."’ 

Evidence that the accused men had refused, 
as members of the I.R.A., to answer questions 
was given by Inspector OReilly.

his Ministers, who were coming to desecrate

hospital of to-day lends itself to some- 
thing new in the way of architect al cloth- 
ing. Visions of hospitals built thirty or 
forty years ago abound with ugly brickwork 
and tall slated roofs, throwing gloomy 
shadows over forbidding exteriors. 

The idea ‘of hospitals to-day is of clean, 
bright-coloured buildings with large windows 
to admit the ' sunlight; flat roofs with bal- 
conies, on to which beds may be wheeled 
and where patiefits may come quickly back 
to convalescence ‘in the sun and air. 

New theories of healing and the rapid 
development of all branches of medical dis- 
covery: demand: new physical conditions for 
their application, with the result that wy 
every country old sg“ á mí are being re- 
built. and a campaign of building on modern 
lines is everywhere pushed forward to meet 
the requirements of public health. 

We, in this country, are particularly for 
tunate, in so far as we have placed at our 
disposal, through the medium of the Irish 
Hospitals’ Trust, enormous sums of money. 
By their proper application, Irelaad should 
be, before. many: years, the most efficiently 
hospitalised country in the world. 

Apart from the rebuilding of our large city 
hospitals, we are enabled to erect in every 
county a chain of hospitals for general and 
special purposes, most of them comprising 
clinics for charitable medical treatment, ap- 
plied under the most modern and aseptic 
conditions. Adequate staffs are being trained 
and a system of co-ordination with the city 
hospitals is envisaged, which will enable the 
poorest patient to receive a standard of 
medical eare which was not-available to the 
most opulent citizen half a century ago.

I+ looks what 
a hospital ought to be, harmonising with its 
surroundings, quiet and restful. with views 


mountains. Every opportunity seems to have 
been taken by the designer to give each 
patient the maximum light and air and view— 
three great aids in the task of healing: 

The building is planned in a single grou;,, 
and, viewed irom the air, it looks like the 
letter “1.” The top of the “T ” is the 
unit in which the patients’ rooms are 
situated: they look more like rooms than 
wards, and screens are so arranged. that 
patiehts are divided into small groups. A 
wide, well-lighted corridor sepgrates the 
| wards on the south side from the bath, sink 
and duty rooms on the north side. 

The ward unit is on two floors. The

ground floor is devoted entirely to medical 
cases and the maternity department; the 
upper floor to surgical cases, and the secom- 
modation includes an operating suite, which 
looks a model of efficiency and cleanliness. 
Entered from the centre of the -ward unit 
through a well-lighted and ventilated lobby, 
it is within easy reach of the stairs and the 
bed lift. The purpose of each room in the 
suite is obvious: right and left are rooms for 
storing dressing and operating equipment. 
Further on to the right is the angsthetic 
room, a quiet restful room, not. calculated to 
frighten the patient, Still further to the 
right is the surgeon’s dressing room, with 
shower bath, entering into the surgeon’s 
wash-up, from which he may keep in view 
the preparations of the theatre. _the lelt 
is the nurses’ changing room, scrub-up and 
sterilising room. The theatre is in the cen- 
tral position. The whole suite is finished 
with a pale green tile on the walls.

Lincoln place, Dubin 
At gight angles to the ward unit and form- 
ing the stem of the “T” is the portion of 
the building in wlich the main entrance leads 
from thie west to the administration, the out- 
patients’ and treatment departments, the 
main kitchen, laundry and power-house, 

The kitchen, in the view of many, is the 
most interesting room in the hospital. This 
is as it should be. Every operation of food 
preparation, of cooking and of despatch. 
operations of cleansing, of storage—all have 
obviously heen carefully considered. “ By 
means of cream tiles on the walls. up to the 
ceilings, with hands of tangerine, a colourful, 
but hygienic, touch has been given to this 
impoftant department. Washable oil silk 
curtains on the windows are a novel feature. 
Glazed partitions segregate the several 
smaller departments in the kitchen, facilitat- 
ing ready supervision and making it possible 
for the visitor to reahse at a glance the 
foresight exercised by the designer. These 
glass partitions even extend to the larders 
and food stores, which are designed with is 
much care as the entrance hall of the hos- 
ital. 

The cold storage toom, manufactured. in 
Dublin by Messrs. Refrigerators. Ltd., 16 
Bachelor’s Walk, Dublin, contains an ice- 
making mechine, and the same firm have 
installed small refrigerators in the ward 
kitchens. 

COLOUR EFFECTS 

The simplicity of the exterior, the avoid- 
ance of ‘the smallest attempt at ornamenta- 
tion, although reflected in the interior, does 


not prepare one for the effects’ which have 
been obtained by a novel nse of two single 


colours dominating the scheme of interior - 


decoration. To the lay eye these colour 


effects, brought into the simplest details, are 
the architect’s most interesting ‘achievement. 

The tee were especially tinted and pre- 
ared by the Walpamur Products (Ireland), 

td., whose materials proved themselves very 
adaptable for the various treatments in the 
different rooms. 

The walls throughont are stippled in paic 
amber, but the wide flush doors have striking 
margins in green or tangerine. The door 
handles, designed especially for this hospital 
and made in Roanoid, are ls. in these two 
colours. - Bo also are the nameplates on the 
doors and the electrical fittings, all of which 
were separetely designed to serve the various 
purposes for which they aré used. For} 
example, over each patient’s bed is a de- 
lightful fitting which throws safficient light 
for the patient without casting a glare on 
the beds adjoining. The curtains are the 
colour of the walls, and give a restful effect. - 

The floors throughout are covered in thick 
Korkoid (supplied and fixed: by Messrs. E. 
Shepherd, 68 Dame street, Dublin),.in colours 
matching the walls. . This seems to be an 
ideal material for hospitals—clean, easily 
“agó NN soft to the tread and deadening of 
sound. 


HEATING SYSTEM 


The false ceilings throughout the- hospital 
enable all the electrical conduits, heating and 
water pipes to be concealed, and the ceilings 
kept without projections and with coved 
angles. This work was carried out hy Messrs. 
Thos. Dockrell, Sons and Co.; Lid., South 
Great George’s street, Dublin. 

Loud speakers, controlled from a central 
amplifier, are installed in each important 
room, and the cabinets of these were 
designed by the architect to conform with the 
fuara scheme of conatruction and decora- 
ion. 

The contract, for this installation was 
entrusted to the specialists, Messrs, Kearney 
Bros., Capel street, Dublin, who alse have 
installed the microphone in. the chapel to 
enable Services to be broadcast to the neun- 
ambulatory patients in the wards, 

The electrical installation by Messrs. A. G. 
Bruty, 7 Eden quay, Dublin, is very complete, 
provision being made for cleaning devices in 
the rooms and corridors, for a special signal 
service over the patients’ beds, and for tele- 
phonic communication between the principal 
offices, “ 

Sanitary f:tings, manufactured by Shanks 
and supplied by. Messrs. J. J. O'Hara, of 
Lincoln place, are rf the most modern types, 
some of the fittings being especially designed 
for their purprses in this hospital. A novel 
feature in connection with the wards is a 
basin for teeth-washing and combined drink-

WISE PILOTS NEEDED 


Few, if any, citizens of vision and good- 
will will regret the driving force which has 
brough such achievements within the range 
of practical politics. But there are many 
who feel deeply concerned as to whether the 
efficiency of the ship’s pilots is equal to the 
driving power of the engine-room. Mere 
driving force, unless skilfully conserved and 
wisely directed, may produce things more 
disastrous than negative results. It may even 
leave the ship of state high and dry on the 
sands, 

With such contingencies in view (and they 
are less remote than many optimistic re- 
formers seem to think), it is at least 
legitimate to examine certain points of pre- 
sent procedure, at which there are definite 
impacts between financial provisions and their 
abiding social and economic consequences. 

Is it possible, let us inquire, so to apply 
current State outlays as to widen the sources 
from which capital may be drawn, to adjust 
rent burdens with reasonable equity between 
wage-earners, and to secure greater amenity 
and less wasteful use of potential building 
sites ? 

The most convenient eo to answers 
to such questions is, perhaps, by way of 
certain challenges to existing procedure. Such 
challenges may for the moment be confined 
to three items of major importance as 
follows :— 

. (1) That little, if anything, has been done 

y the State to encourage building societies, 
whose organisations, in Great Britain and 
elsewhere, have supplied many hundreds cf 
millions of capital for housing enterprises ; 

(2) That the present method of allotting 
State grants to private builders has tended 
to encourage ‘‘ribbon building ” and other 
forms of wasteful procedure ; and 

(3) That unprecedently high rates of State" 
subsidies towards the costs of local authori- 
ties’ housing schemes take no account of the 
‘future equitable abilities of tenants to meet 
annual outlays on rent and other essential 


needs. 


SMALL DWELLINGS ACT 

lt is estimated that building societies in 
Great Britain have produced more than halt 
the total capital which has recently been 
invested in housing enterprise. Concurrently, 
the contribution of Free State societies has 
been negligible; possibly not more than one 
per cent. of the total outlays incurred. 

The reasons for such contrasts are not easy 
to discover; but they probably lie deep in 
the mentality oi communities in one of 
which the practice, of co-operation generally 
has become deeply rooted, while in the other 
individualism—except for growing tenilencies 
toward State Socialism—continues to be the 
dominant characteristic. 

Upon the assumption that co-operative 
housing activities are desirable, as auxiliaries 
to: State and individual efforts, the question 
arises as to whether, and, if so , what, 
measures might be adopted by the State to 
encourage the development of such co- 
operative organisations ! 

In that connection it is necessary to con- 
sider another closely connected branch of 
State and municipal housing finance—namely, 
the Small Dwellings Riapition Acts, under 
which the Government, through the agency 
of local authorities makes advances on mort- 
gage to individual house purchasers. An 
instrument of real value, the operation of 
the Act in the Free State has been far from 
satisfactory. Adopted by some local authori- 
ties . and used. by others, applied with 
energy and discretion in some areas and badly 
bungled in others, and lacking efficient super- 


g like its full possibilities.

The name 
with which the movement was connected in 
England was that of Robert Raikes, owner 
of a ret establishment in Gloucester. in 
1780 Raikes opened the first Sunday school in 
Gloucester for the purpose of teaching read- 
ing «nd writing to the poor. His scheme 

iy attracted atiention, and won the sup- 
port and sympathy of Royalty. A plan which 
was taking shape in many parts of Eugiaad 
was not likely to notice in Ihbelaud, and 
ordimgly it was only six vears afier Robert 
Raikes’s veuture in G_oucester (ie., 1786 
that they jeard of three Sunday schools being 
in this country—one in the North 
| Strand, Dublin; a second at Bright, Co. 
Down, and the third, the earliest of them 
all, in St. Catherine's Parish, Dublin, . 

Continuing, Dr. Gregg said:—A diffi- 
culty exi im Ireland which was not felt 
in England—the denominational difficulty.

“it interests me wery much to see that 
there was apparently no feeling that the 
giving of secular instruction, and the pay- 
ment of the teachers therefor, on a Sunday 
was im any way moonsistent with the ebser- 
vance ‘of the Lord’s Day. When exactly the 
change was made whereby religious instruction 
only came to be given on Sundays, I do not 
know. But I must assume that it came 
with the growth of day schools and night 
schools comducted on the week-days. The 
fact is that where the secular instruction uí 
the le ód was concerned the 
Church led the way, and when the Church 
had created by its suvoessful methods the 
sense of the need of it. the State stepped 
in aad undertook the doing of what its 
resources and its compulsory powers enabled 
it to de more efficicnily. 

“Our celebration to-night is really the 
commemoration of a very big thing, indeed. 
The former Principal of the Church of Ire- 
land Training College, Dr. Kingsmill Moore, 
who is an authority on the history of Irish 
primary education, docs not hesitate to say: 
| St, Catherine s parish is truly the fons et

and yet it was in connection with the schoo 
pelibaas erected in School street in 1798, to 
ij acoommedate the many children attending 
the Suaday school, that the Kildare Place 
Society began its extensive work in 1811.”

the mud was left in enormous heaps on the

WOUNDED CADET’S STORY 
F nox Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


LISBON. Tuesday. 

“Thank God, the builder of the Aleazar 
in ancient days set up such a huge pro- 
tective citadel where we could take refuge.”’ 
Thus spoke the first survivor of the Aleazar 
to be carried out to Talavera Hospital in 
telling the story of the siege. 

Wounded by a bullet and suffering pain 
and ‘fever, he was in a miserable state, 
clothed in filthy rags, uashaven, pitifully 
thin and weak, and with the grime and 
dirt of his ten weeks’ ordeal in the sheli- 
shattered ruins. 

“I was a seventy days’ terror,” he 
went on. ‘‘ There were many women and 
children among the 1,200-strong garrison. 
Major Moscardo organised our defence 
works-and hospital, mobilising the best | 
educated women as nurses. We had one. 
doctor with us, who~worked unceasingly | 
day and night. : 

“ We had plenty of water, but food was 
scarce. We killed one horse a day, and, | 
in addition, received supplies dropped by.

Sometimes 
we hear low muttering of Communism /in 
our own country, and efforts are made to 
show it as a thing with Irish origins, Irish 
roots or authority. This is as foolish as 
the London spectacie. Not merely is the 
Church of the majority in Ireland a main 
bastion of Europe’s resistance to Commu- 
nism, but this doctrine from the East is 
pitted against all that the Protestants of 
Ireland cherish as their lives. The thing 
is as alien from us as from the England of 
De Montfort and More; and the sooner 
that is realised by all, the less will be the 
waste of breath in vain efforts to make 
Communist converts in Ireland.

Rockets to the Moon 


When faced with the apparently 
incredible, mapkind.is wont to comfort 
itself with the knowledge that truth is ever 
stranger than fiction; and to this ancient 
refuge mankind will fly again when it 
learns that, under British law, it well may 
be a grave offence to send a rocket to the 
moon. So far as one can see, the law has 
no special objection to the possibility of 
communication with the moon; but it so 
happens that the use of liquid oxygen- 
petrol is prohibited by the Explosives Act 
of 1875, and, at the moment, liquid 


| oxygen-petrol is regarded as the only 
fuel which can generate the energy to 


send a rocket on its long journey into 
space. There is, however, a further diffi- 
culty in the fact that, even if this 
explosive were not used, the rocket would 
have to be prepared on premises licensed 
under the Explosives Act, and it would 
have to be fired from a suitable range 
approved by local authorities. This 
curious piece of news probably will seem 
to be of little practical significance to the 
ordinary citizen; but the Inter-Planetary 
Society of Great Britain 1s about to launch 
a vigorous campaign against the restriction 
of its experiments. The Society already 
has moved its headquarters from Liverpool 
to London, in the hope that it will be able 
to interest influential members of Parlia- 
ment in its grievance; and there is a 
chance that Westminster shortly will 
enjoy a debate on the possibility of com- 
munication with the moon.

The record flight, which was announced 
by the Royal Air Force yesterday, was 
carried out at Farnborough, Hants, on 
Monday in an experimental ‘plane. The 
existing record was beaten by 1,260 feet. 
The previous record was established by 
the French pilot Detre at Villacoublay last 
month. i 
The Air Ministry states that it is hoped 
that still greater heights may be attained. 
Squadron-Leader Swain, who is thirty- 
three, did not know that he had broken 
the record when he came down. 


UPPER AIR HURRICANE 


The Air Ministry states: “ The aircraft 
took off from the aerodrome at Farn- 
borough, Hants, at 7.30 a.m., and landed 
at Netheravon, Wilts, at 10.50 a.m., the 
total flying time being three hours twenty 
minutes. During the ascent visibility was 
good, but there was a cold north-easterly 
wind of considerable strength at lower 


levels, and at hurricane force in the upper 


air. The performance of the aircraft and 
engine was entirely satisfactory, and the 
sealed pressure suit enabled the pilot to 
remain at very high altitudes for nearly 
two hours while endeavouring to attain 
the maximum height possible. 

“The attempt was observed by an 
oficial representative of the Royal Aero 
Club, ad the height attained has been. 
officially communicated to the Ministry 
by the clab.”’ 

It is stated that this height was arrived 
at from an examination by the National 
Physical Laboratory of the sealed - 
‘* barothermographs,”’ which were carried 
in the wings of the 'plane. 


SEALED FLYING SUIT 


Squadron-Leader Swain did not know. 
that he had broken the record when he- 
came down from the stratosphere. Besides 
an ordinary altimeter, the ‘plane carried 
two sealed ‘‘ barothermographs,’” to record 
automatically the height attained; but so 
complicated are these marvellous instru- 
ments of modern science that the “ baro- 
thermographs”’ had to be sent to the 
National Physical Laboratory at Tedding- - 
ton for the result to be worked out. 

Picked a few months ago for the record 
attempt, Squadron-Leader Swain has 
taken flying in the freezing cold, nearly 
ten miles up, as just part of the day’s job. 
To face conditions at this amazing heicht 
higher than man has ever flown before 
ip. a heavier-than-air machine—he wore 
a special air-tight, sealed fiying suit, 
blown up to ordinary air pressure.

“I climbed in a series of wide circles 
ab@e the aerodrome,”’ he | said, “and 
after I hud reached about 40,000 feet I 
turned south-east, and continued flying 
until I had reached about 45,000 feet. 

“TIT was then about ten miles north 
of Brighton, and by that time I knew that 
there was a moderately-strong wind blow-. | 
ing from the north-west ; so I turned the 
machine into the wind and continued my 
straight climb.

There were slight symptoms 
of cramp in my right arm, but I had no 
difficulty in breathing, and the suit served 
its purpose admirably. Without it I could 
not have remained conscious above 40, 
feet. Like my aircraft and instruments. 
the suit is of British design. When my 
altimeter reached 51,000 feet I found | 
could not climb any higher. As a matter 
of fact, as I knew when I left the ground, 
the altimeter was over-recording by about 
1.000 feet, I had a special instrument 
which gave the correct height. 

é“ 1 decided to call it a day. I throttled 
back my engine and began to glide.

é As I could see neither my instruments 
nor the ground, I turned towards this 
friendly glare and flew in its direction, 
knowing that I would be travelling 
easterly and therefore towards home.

an erratic manner, because I could’ see 
nothing, and then I started to feel that I 
was being suffocated. I was gradually 
feeling weaker, and I had the impression 
that I was running short of oxygen, 
though later, when I landed, I discovered 
the oxygen supply was quite all right. 
I pressed the release lever, which should 
have opened the cockpit cover, but it would 
not function. Then I tried to get hold of 
the zip-cord which was fitted to my suit 
for use in an emergency, in order tg get 
my head clear of the helmet; but I found 
that I could not find the zip-fastener, 
because over my suit I was wearing fight- 
ing harness and parachute harness, . 

“All this time I was gradually getting 
weaker, and I thought that the only thing 
to do was to get hold of a knife which I 
had taken with me for. emergency, and to 
try to cut open the celestroid window in 
my helmet. I had great difficulty in doing 
this because 1 was feeling so very much 
exhausted. However, with a final effort I 
managed to put the knife throngh the 
celestroid and slit the window of the 
helmet. Then I tore open the rest of the 
celestroid and was able to get in fresh air. 
Immediately I felt a lot better. I was 
able to see the instruments, and saw that 
I was 14.000 feet up and somewhere over 
Yeovil. I steered an easterly course, con- 
tinuing to lose height until I was over 
Salisbury Plain. Then I discovered that 
I was running short of petrol. 


HIS CHIEF SENSATION 


“* My petrol contents guage was register- 
ing only two gallons, so i landed at 
Netheravon. 

“And that’s that,” said Squadron- 
Leader Swain, flicking the ash off of his 
cigarette. 

Replying to further questions he said 
that when the altimeter registered 51,000 
feet he knew that he had done about 
50,000.

The pre- 
vious inquiry in dune, 1935, followed 
threatened litigation regarding the legality of 
the rate struck for 1954-36, 1t being alleged 
that a credit balance of, roughly, £40.000 
should be applied to the relief of rates. This 
mquiry reviewed the financial situation up 
to that date, and its finding was that capital 
moneys amounted to £20,000, while, roughly, 
£I5D0 was due to loans fund for dividend 
and sinking fund, and £5,000 was due 
to -honsipg «suspense «account. In  ad- 
dition to thése sums there was a balance 
of £11,000, representing interest on land sales, 
which the inspector ordered to be put back 
info the revenue account to effect a reduction 
of the rates. 

Since then, howeyer, dissatisfaction has 
become more eyjdent, and, while businegs in- 
terests in the city make no secret of a desire 
for the appointment of a Commissioner, a 
divergence of opinion on this point has re- 
vealed itself in the ranks of the Corporation 
members themselves. (Ón one occasion some 
months ago fifteen members cast their votes 
i favour of the abolition of the mupicipal 
body.

ANGLING 
HUGE IRISH TROUT 


heaviest recorded Irish trout of the 
Angling season of 1956 has just been killed 
on the Ballinderry river, County Tyrone. 
The Ballinderry, which is one of the many 
rivers which empty into Lough Neagh, 1s 
famous for its trout, great fellows up to 
MHlb.. which ascend the river in the autumn 
months to spawn. The trout referred to—a 
‘‘dollaghan,” or lake trout—measured 354 
niches in Oe weighed 143 Ib., and was 
killed by Mr. Jack Clarke, yal Victoria 
Hospital staff, Belfast, 

This great trout took a natural minnow, 
and gave Mr. Clarke an hour and a quarter's 
hard fight, or about three times the length 
of time that a salmon the same weight 
would have given The minnow was a two 
and.a half inch preserved one, mounted on a 
flight of hooks, and spun deftly over the 
place where the trout was seen rising. The 
same day Mr. Clarke killed a trout 65 Ib., 
and earlier in the week on¢ of 11 lb.—all on 
the natural minnow.

“LIGHTING UP TIME” FOR LAYERS. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
Irish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 


Most p oultry-keepers now recognise the value 
of providing artificial light for layers 
during winter months. And, lest we 
et that the time is upon us, here is 
ittle reminded. If any substantial 
advantage is to be gained from the use 
of artificial light in the poultry-house, 
do not postpone its instalment until 
bleak December. The days will begin to 
lengthen then, but it is while darkness 
falls early that the light is needed. The 
use of artificial light enables the birdls 
to consume more food and, consequently, 
produce more eggs than if they were de- 
pendent on the hours of \daylight; con- 
sequently, experiments have proved that 
the little extra cost of providing the light 
is negligible compared to the increased 
production of the flocks. It will not cost 
more than one penny per day to light a 
laying house with 50 or 60 birds, while 
the initial outlay on lamps, etc., ‘should 
be easily repaid in one season. Artificial 
light is particularly useful when layers 
are kept intensively, as it enables the 
birds to take more exercise.
